SABOTAGEONE WEAPON 


Conflict Caused by "Treachery 


and Trickery" of Capitalists, 


Socialist Platform Say* 


Jan. 3*. — An attempt to 


,how that sabotage in munitioa fac- 
tories waa a weapon which Socialists 
were virtually invited by their party 
to employ in its program »f "continu- 
ous, active and public opposition to 
the war," was made today by the 
prosecution at the trial of the five un- 
seated Socialist assemblymen charged 
with disloyalty. 


Counsel for the assembly judiciary 


committee conducting the investiga^ 
tfon read Into the record the procla- 
mation and war program adopted at 
the St. Louis convention oL the So- 
cialist party on April 7, 1917, one day 
after the United States entered the 
world conflict, in -which worker* were 
urged to oppose the war "through 
demonstrations, massed petitions, and 
sil other means within our power." 


The prosecution also read into the 


record denunciation of the war in the 
5.reclamation as one "caused by th« 
ueachery and^ tricken of the capital- 
istic class through their representa- 
tnes in congress." 


Anti-Sabotage Clause Dropped. 
Finally, committee counsel brought 


out that the "anti-sabotage clause" in 
the party's constitution, of which the 
prosecution asserted Socialists former- 
Jv had "boasted," had been stricken 
out at the same convention.

Stedman Defends Party Action. 
When reference was first made to 


Seymour 
Stedman of Chicago, defense counsel, 
read from the

at that time bitterly opposed sabotage 
and no one practicing it was allowed 
to become a member.

New York. Jan. 2S.—Direct charges 


that certain railroads were planning 
to reduce wages as soon as the ma 
were returned to private ownership 
were made by .Timothy Shea, ••*! 
president of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen, at 
the twentieth annual meeting of the 
National Civic association here today. 
Mr. Shea denounced the Cummins bill 
and attacked the compulsory arbitra- 
tion clause. ' 


"This bill is the outcome of a con- 


spiracy to reduce wages below their 
present inadequate level 
when 
the 


roads are returned to private owner- 
ship." he said. "The alleged Conspir- 
ators propose to make a cut in pay 
and, 
if a st-Ilre fol!o\ved, attempt its 


suppression by wholesale prosecution. 


"We ha\e positive evidence, fur- 


nished by our local agents, of certain 
ra-.ltoads whsrn managers have said 
that they would only 
continue the 


present wage schedules during federal 
control." 


De-ying the statement of a speaker 


at the opening session that toe rail- 
ruad men were the highest paid class 
of workers in the country ajnd that one 
engineer had received *250 monthly. 
Mr. Shea declared that the man might 
have received this aracan* but he 
would have had to wort- 14 hours a 
day 30 days a month to get it YYag£4 
have increased approximately 45 per 
cent for tnis class of workers, he said, 
Whereas the cost of living has increas- 
ed about !tO per cent. 


"There is no danger of a strike on 


American railroads unless it is pro- 
voked by such legislation as the Cum- 
mins bill or such an attitude of the 
government as in the coal strike," he 
concluded. . 


Samuel Gompers asserted that the

"If 
absence of strikes meant commercial

sympton of emotion, he said. 


"I want to say that anyone who had 


the misfortune, for indeed it was a 
misfortune, to come in front of Jay 
B. Allen's gun had a chance and a 
good chance. That's all. 
Go ahead, 


Doys." 


From the time of his trial, Hamby 


had .Insisted that his right name was 
Jay B. Allen. 


Last Day in the Death House. 


Hamby spent his last day in the 


death house writing letters in his cell, 
reading copies of New York newspa- 
pers, and "talking" with 
the ouija 


board. He expressed relief when he 
learned that an eleventh-hour effort 
to get Governor Smith to give him 
a reprive hajl failed. 


When asked what he 
wanted for 


supper, Hamby ordered lobster salad 
of which he ate heartily. 
He then 


proceeded to enjoy some ot the cigars 
and candy which his companions in 
the death house bad furnished him. 


Father William E. Casein, the Ro- 


man Catholic chaplain, spent a half 
hour with the condemned man this 
afternoon, and Hamby did not actually 
refuse spiritual consolation, but re- 
quested the priest and Rev. Dr. A. N. 
Peterson, the Protestant chaplain, not 
to accompany him in his walk to the 
chair. 


When asked by Father Cashin if he 


had any message for the youth of the 
country, Hamby said: 
"I don't wish 


to appear in the light of a moralist, 
but, you can tell them for me never to 
start doing wrong. Once you 
get 


started in crime you can never stop." 


Review of Hamby's Career. 


Gordon Fawcett Hamby. the bandit 


who today expiated his crimes in the 
death chair, was arrested in Tacoma. 
Wash., last June under the name of 
"Jay 6. Allan," after killing a man 
there in a revolver fight. He was later 
identified as one of the two robbers 
who, on December 23, 1918, held up 
the East Brooklyn Savings bank and.

new mills, to equal the increased con- 
sumption was in eight, he continued. 


"Consumption in this country is 


greater than the supply," Mr. Colver 
said, "and the stocks, which are very, 
very slender, are steadily decreasing.

WORK FOR HIGH EXPLOSIVES 


French Scientist Suggests Their Use 


to the Reclamation of War- 


Devastated Orchards, 


The vigorous growth of wild plants 


about shell holes ha* suggested to If. 
Andre PledaUn a novel plan for quick- 
ly restoring war-devastated orchards. 
The vigor of the weeds Is attributed 
partly to the assuring of the sou b> 
the shell fire and partly to nitrogenous 
substances Introduced, and In the pro- 
posal to the French Academy It is 
concluded that an ideal orchard soil 
could be produced by breaking op the 
rough surface with dynamite In such 
a way that fertUUing material would 
be driven into the son. The fertiliser 
would be compressed ia pater or 
celluloid cases around cylinders of the 
arMoalve. which would be find by a 
fulminating charge. Boles for the 
cartridges about two feet deep would 
be bored with a stick or Inn rod, and 
to the spherical cavity about80Inches 
Beep produced by the expiostosj, tine 
young tree would be placed and cov- 
ered with the fertOaer-chargedlaoB. 
Perhapa some of the eaonaovje stores 
of high explosives left over from the 
war could be utilised in this way. A 
suggestion already made Is that the 
United States conld pvt to use SOBS* of 
Hi 90.000.000 or 100X100.000 ton of 
TNT for reclaiming arid deserts. Irri- 
gating ditches being dug and roads 
graded by firing trains of the explo- 
sive p!»«vd along the surface.

tor a period of ten years <;o th» Knox 
school, a preparatory school for girls 
It is understood that the school win 
'occupy th'e building during the fall 
and winter, while during the summer 
it will continue as a hotel, as for many 
years past. 


The Knox school has for the past 


few years been located at Tarrytown, 
on the Hudson river, to which place 
it moved after the school buildings 
at Briar Cliff were destroyed by fire. 
The school has about 100 girl students 
and 25 Instructors. It is reputed to 
have a high standing among schools 
of its kind and Cooperstown citizens 
generally will welcome the addition 
of the Institution to our village. 


It is expected that the Knox school 


will take • possession of the Otesaga 
next September, after the close of the 
1920 summer season. But few changes 
to the hotel will be necessary, as It 
has large administration rooms and 
also provides for social events. 


Messrs. Clark also announced today 


that Otsego hall is to be run as an 
all-year-round hostelry commencing 
this summer. This hotel, which is lo- 
cated oa Nelson avenue near the D. 
'& H. station, has had several unusu- 
jilly prosperous summer seasons un- 
jger the capable management of Mr.

11AIIOM) MONTGOMERY GETS OCT 


OF LOCKUP BY AID OF 


HOLSIIEVIK. 


Uses Stote Shaker to Pry Lock from 


Cell IXKMV-Climb* to Top of CcU

A Bolshevik, a sto\e ehakei and a 


youth bent on making a set away from 
the arm of the law, proved too much 
for the city lockup yesterday morning, 
and the result of this combination is 
the fact that Harold Montgomery is at 
Liberty and '.a being looked for by the 
officer* of the law. 


During the early morning Mont- 


gomery pulled one of the band iron 
slats from his bunk and handed It 
through the iron slatted cull partition 
to Prullnskl. who pushed 1' through 
the bars of his cell, pulled the shaker 
through the door of his cell and gave 
it to Montgomery.

crime they were to be rearrested by 
Inspector of Police Cafferty of the 
Lackawanna railroad and were to be 
taken to Binghamton to face a charge 
of the theft of J162 and a gold watch 
taken from a sleeping car on the rail- 
oad mentioned.

ALL EUROPE IS AFFECTED 


AmeMoan Changs* His Good U. & 


Meney Into Irltlsh, French or Ital- 
ian Currency, Then Buys Goods 
Which He «hlp« to the United 
States, Where, Because ef Inflation 
•f American Dollar, He Reaps Big 
a*r*flt 


American importers now purchasing 


goods in England. France and Italy 
tor shipment to the United States, a.i« 
waxing fat M a result of the depred- 
ation of the ponnd sterling, the franc 
and lira, according to stories now go- 
ing the rontids of the Kew York whole- 
sale district 


The only "fly In the ointment" for 


the American buyers abroad la the 
fact that, by a presidential order sev- 
eral weeka ago, United States consuls 
are required to keep tab on big pur- 
chases, ascertain the selling price and 
cable these facts to the United States 
customs authorities. Then, by flgur* 
ing the rate of exchange on the date 
of purchase, the government Is enabled 
to set a proper value upon the -goods 
for tbe collection of Import duties. A 
court of claims passes upon what are 
alleged to be unfair appraisals. 


How It la Done. 


The situation Is said to be somewhat 


like this: 


An American buying pound sterling 


say, on December 12, needed to pay in 
American money only $3.66 for British 
currency normally worth about $4.87. 
Now he goes to a factory la Notting- 
ham. England, to buy laces, and there, 
although prices of course a-e higher 
than before the war,"lie pays for them 
in this depreciated money and makes 
a "handsome" profit Then he ships 
the laces to the United States, where 
by reason of the inflation of the Amer- 
ican dollar, tbev are retailed for from 
100 to 150 per cent above prewar 
prices. 


The same Importer, on the same 


date, we will say, goes to France. In 
Paris he has exchanged his American 
dollars for francs. Normally there are 
5.18% francs to *he dollar, but now he 
finds one Yankee "slmoleon" will buy 
11.52 francs, about 60 per cent more 
than before the war. 
Tbe price of 


silks has gone up, but be goes to Ly- 
ons, and there, with. Us depreciated 
French money, he buys more than be 
has ever bought before at "bargain1 
prices. The Bilks reach Kew York, 
where they are sold to the consumi 
at double their former retail price. 


Next this Importer visits Italy 


where he finds tbe lira. S.18% of 
which, like the franc, could be bough 
for one American dollar, now at a vas 
discount In fact, he receives 13.4 
lira for one American dollar and. wen 
financed, he goes to Naples, where he 
negotiates the/purchase of tapestries 
costing, of course, More than In 1914 
but In reality cheaper when purchase) 
with the present Italian currency. 


Tbe same financial conditions exist 


all over Europe, and In the former 
central empires, of course, they are 
reported much worse. In the alllet 
countries, however, where there is na 
tional stability and greater ability to 
pay, the depreciated money is effect 
Ing some strange changes. A dinner 
which, before the war, in Paris could 
be had for * nominal sum, now costs 
from 20 to 50 francs. 


American 
manufacturers, 
mean 


while, who desire to sell their products 
abroad, are demanding payment In 
American dollars at par. Recently the 
Belgian government it Is said, bough 
20 American locomotives, for which 
payment, Instead of being In Belgian 
money, was demanded In American 
dollars, thus adding from 15 to 20 p« 
cent to the manufacturer's normal 
profit Naturally Oils discourages for* 
dgn buying. 


Cancels Big Orders. 


OB the other band, a big American 


locomotive concern, apprehensive of 
the tm ot political affairs abroad, 
due to delay over the peace treaty, li 
reported practically to nave canceled 
all foreign advance orders. Such or 
den. calling, for delivery in three, six 
or nine months, are said to be prac- 
tically non-existent In the locomotive 
trade Similar conditions exist In oth- 
er industries. That Is why American 
manufacturer* have been saying: "Ii 
tbe peace treaty la not soon signed It 
wfll mean the complete loss of <rar 
foreign trade."

"Things are made very e»sy for the 


Filipino woman In many ways," she 
said. "The professional opportunities 
are as good for ber as for tbe men. 
Women are already members of the 
Philippine Bar association—something 
which Is Impossible for tbe women of 
Great Britain—they are In business 
for themselves, and they are success- 
ful practicing phyiiclans. Laws made 
for our women combine tbe best of 
Spanish and American precedents. 


Made Easy for Woman. 


"Everything has been mad* ranch 


more simple for us than for either tbe 
American or Spanish women. Married 
women hold their property in several- 
ty, and they are guardians of their 
own children. Of the property which 
teenies to a married couple, the wife 
ts half administratrix, and these art 
vested rights which cannot be taken 
from her. It la not unusual for tbe 
mother of a family to have not only 
a household leadership, but economic 
control. H. De Veyra, who Is Interested 
In history, tells me that before the 
Spanish came we had a matriarchal

April. 1917, through April, 1910, the 
war cost the United States consider- 
ably more than $1,000.000 an boor. 
Treasury disbursements during the 
period reached a total of $23,500,000 - 
000, 
of which *1,«50,000.000 may be 


charged to the normal expenses which 
would have occurred in time of peace. 
The balance may be counted as the 
direct money cost of the war to the 
end of April, 1919, a sum of 121,850,- 
000,000. The figure Is twenty times 
the prewar national debt In addition 
to this huge expenditure, loans were 
advanced to the allies at the rate of 
nearly $500.000 an hour. Congress au- 
thorized for this purpose S10.000000.- 
000. and there was actually paid to 
various governments the sum of $3,- 
850,000.000.

Cnrncao. the Important port of the 
Dutch West Indies, deals Is dlvS-dlvl, 
which Is the trade name for the curved 
peas of a email tree with H character- 
istic winding form, indigenous to 
northern. South America. Mexico and 
a few of the Netherland Antilles, flays 
the American magazine. The plant- 
ing is done by sowing only, and the 
chief dispensers of the seed were for 
a long time the goat*. The dried pea* 
are very ranch sought after la Amer- 
ica and Europe because of the hlgli 
percentage of tannin they contain— 
varying from SO to 50 per cent Cu- 
racao exported $46352 worth of dlvi-
